A letter har been published ‘in the Nuw 
Yoru papers, addressed to the Governor of 
that state, by the members of a commission, 
whose opinion he had requested on the prac- 
ticability of laying down any thing like a 
general rule for the exercise of the pardon- 
ing power; and, if practicable, what its ré- 
quisitions should be. ‘These gentlemen ob- 
serve that the necessity, which formerly 
. existed, of pardoning convicts, in order to 
make room in the prisons for uew tenants, 
has ceased to exist. ‘They quote several 
“<striking cases to exemplify the deceptive 
~ means frequently resorted to for obtiining 
pardons, and the noxious consequences to 
the community of the frequent exercise of 
the power; and suggest that the laws fur- 
nish a decisive answer to every application 
not founded on some of the grounds enume- 
rated in the annexed extract: 


Is the pardoning power in its sound exercise a 

wer to repeal the law? If not so, then it re- 

mains that the (aw must take its effect in all 
the cases which the legislature intended. 

What then is its legitimate province? 

* We submit to that it can be rightfully ex- 
ercised only in the following cases: 

1. As a revisory power; supplying the place 
of a court of error, end of all analogous pro- 
@ redings. , 

2, As an equity power; the chancery of the 
criminal law. This, we apprehend, is its most 
~woual and most grateful —— In oy sense, 
we conceive, it very justly comes in aid of the 
-eoavicted, not only to exempt him from all that 
he-can shew he is suffering by ‘ accident, mis- 
tske,or fraad,”’ in his conviction, but also to 
give ‘iis the benefit of every other real equity 
which peculiar circumstances may produce, but 
which no human foresight can define beforehand. 
3. Asa meesure of governmental policy. This 
chiefly applies to the pardon of convicts who 
should give such information of concerted 
achemes of vilny a2 may enable the magisiracy 
to break them up, and convict other offenders.

The Dany Apvextiser says:— The 
increased consumption of what is called the 
Anthracite Coal, within a few years, is truly 
surprising. We understand that upwards of 
eighteen thousand chaldrons of Schuylkill, 
ten thousand Lehigh, besides other Pennsy!- 
vania Coal, making upwards of twenty thou- 
sand chaldrons, was deposited inthe yards 
at the commencement of the season; all of 
which has been purchased by consumers, 
and leaving the city without this description 
of coal by the middle of February. Fortu- 
nately, their is at present an abundant sup- 
ply of Liverpool, which is selling at the mo- 
derate price oftwelve dollars; and, although 
the rivers are closed with ice, there is a 
sufficient quantity of wood at market tor the 
demand. Hickory is selling at about twen- 
ty-two shillings a load, which is reasonable 
at this season. ‘The Lehigh and Schuylkill 
Coal sold pretty generally at from ten to 
twelve dollars per chaldron, making the 
amount paid for this description of fueb 
alone, upwards of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars. As the amount paid for Pennsylvania 
coal does not probably exceed one fourth of 
the expense which is incurred for wood and 
foreign coal, it is calculated that this city 
pays for the article of fuel alone, from eight 
hund:ed thousand to a million of dollars per 
annum.”

LOSS OF THE SHEFFIELD STEAMER. 
From the Belfast News Letter. 

We regret to announce the loss of the Shef- 
field, one of the Dublin Company's finest steam- 
boats. The Sheffield sailed from Liverpool on 
Monday, at half- three o’clock, with a 
valuable cargo, and 17 steerage and 4 cabin pas- 
sengers; besides the crew of the vessel. She 
had made a rapid passage, in consequcace of 
the wiad being favourable; indeed it is probable 
that the wiad and tide had driven her nearer to 
the Irish coast than Capt. Richards was warrant- 
-ed ig supposing. About 5 va Tuesday morning 
the vessel struck with her bows on a sunken 
reck ; and, in a few minutes, the rudder, wheel, 
&e. were shattered to pieces. At this time u 
was quite dark and foggy. The captain was not 
exactly aware of what part of the coast they 
were on; and this circumstance, of course, added 
to the general consternation that prevailed on 
board.— But, in so awful and trying a situation, 
every one bebaved with (he greatest composure 
aud propriety. Not a complaint or a murmur 
issued from a person oa board; even the women 
calmly resigned themselves to the consequences 
which might follow. In this situation the vessel! 
continued to hang on by the head, with a heavy 
surf breaking over her, till a little past 8, when 
Captain Richards found they bad struck oa the 
Scull-Martin Rocks, off Ballywalter, about a 
mile and a half from land. Immediately on the 
aceident eecurring, blue lights were huisted, so 
that the people on shore prepared te put off to 
their rehef at day break. About half-past 8 the 
the coast-guard boat, and others belonging to 
the shore, appeared off the rock on which the 
Shetfie!d was sow firmly wedged. The coxswain 
of the water-guard, in a gallant manner, dung 
himself inte the boiling surf, swam to the rocks, 
and clambered over the rugged surface, till he 
reached the vessel. Other boats had also ar- 
rived from Ballywalter, and arrangements were 
speedily made for getting the passengers ashore. 
A spar was rigged to reach from the vessel to 
the rock; and hawsers were carried out and 
passed over the numerous gulleys, the sea dash- 
iug trightfally threugh the ravins which inter- 
sected its surface. The females were buckled 
on the backs of the men, and each passenger 
swung himself by the rope, and thus struggled 
through gulley after gulley, till all reached the 
boats.—The captain and part of the crew re- 
mained on board till the boats returned from 
landing the entire passengers, who were kindly 
and horpitably received by the good people of 

Ballywalter. 

la noticing the admirable presence of mind 

evinced by Captain Richards, and every noble 
fellow of his crew, under one of the most trying 
cireamstances in which brave mcn could be pla- 
ced, it would be unjust not to mention the stew- 
ard. Heedless of himself, he used the most ex- 
traordinary exertions to look out for every ar- 
ticle of property that belonged to both passen- 
gers and crew; then, and not till then, did the 
poor fellow recollect that he was exposing him- 
self to att the horrors of the storm bareheaded! 
His conduct is worthy of the highest commenda- 
tion. Soon afier the vessel struck, the blue 
lights gave notice to those on shore that a vessel 
waa on the rocks; and a messenger was instant- 
ly despatched to Belfast, with the intelligence 
of the event to the agent for Lloyd's. Tne agent 
for the Steamboat Company, however immedi- 
ately proceeded to Ballywalter, and arrived 
there about twe o'clock. Before leaving Belfast, 
he ordered that the Shamrock should proceed, 
the moment she had sufficient water, to the spot 
on which the Sheffield was wrecked, to render 
every assistance in picking up the goods. The 
vessel is an entire weck, and we fear but little 
of her valuable cargo will be saved. The cabin 
passengers lost all their luggage; the deck pas- 
sengers had but little but what they were able 
to wrap about their persons. We have been 
assured that there is not the slightest blame to 
be attached to Captain Richards, nor any on 
board, for want of nautical skill; they behaved 
gallantly, and like brave seamen. The morning 
was foggy, and the vessel had most assuredly 
outrun her calculations.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 11.—The price of 
grain has fluctuated, in our market for some 
time; but the entire result has been a gradual 
advance in each month. For the last ten days, 
seven dollars per barrel has been about the ave- 
rage price in the Cincinnati market. From the 
best information I have been enabled te.obtain, 
there is good reason to believe, that buf @ scan- 
ty supply of the wheat is now in all the countr 
watered by the Ohio, above Cincinnati. This 
proceeds in part from poor crops in the last har- 
vest and in part from a gradual reduction of the 
preceeding years. Prices had been so low, and 
sales of wheat so dull, the farmer had ceased to 
devote much attention to its cultivation. Last 
year the crop was not only very light, in many 
places, but in most parts a less qnantity of 
ground was sown than usual, The present ad- 
vanced price dees not originate in a foreign 
demand, more than in a deficiency at home. Its 
continuance cannot depend upon a foreign mar- 
ket to the extent that many suppose.—Cincin- 
nati Gazette.
